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PREFACE. 



Henry Gibsone 1 was created a notary public by apostolic authority on 19 
June, 1549. On the last day of February, 1563-4, he appeared at Edinburgh, 
in presence of the lords administrators of the act of parliament, 1563 c. 16, 
and having complied with the requirements of that statute, was found duly 
qualified and formally admitted to office. In the act of admission (Appendix 
No. I.) he is designated "Maister Henry Gibsone, notar, duelland within the 
towne of Glasgw, quhair he was borne, of the age of xxix yeiris or 
thairby, unmareit, within the diocesy of Glasgw." It would thus appear that 
on receiving his original appointment Gibsone was only fifteen years of age; 
but his first book does not begin till 1555, by which time he had 
attained majority. 

After practising for some time as a notary Gibsone succeeded William 
Hegait in the town-clerkship of Glasgow about the year 1568. From want of 
council records, which are not preserved previous to January, 1573-4, the 
precise date of his appointment to that office has not been ascertained. On 
1 June, 1574, "Maister Henry Gipsou!!*' was chosen "commone clerk for 
this yeir" from a leet of four, and similar appointments were made in 
successive years till 1581, when information ceases for a time on account of 
a blank in the records. The making up of a leet, however, seems to have 
been much of a formality, and it is probable that the first recorded 
appointment of 1574 was likewise a re-election. Three of Henry Gibsone's

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protocol books have been preserved. The first two extend from 7 December, 
1555, to 10 August, 1576, and the third begins on 28 April, 1598, and 
ends on 3 February, 1603. Protocols for the intermediate period have 
disappeared. The abstracts contained in the present volume nearly exhaust 
the contents of the first book. 

Written on paper similar to that used by William Hegait, and some of 
the sheets bearing the "hand" water-mark (see vol. iv. p. 26), the shape 
of Gibsone's first volume has, by the doubling of the sheets, been made not 
folio but small quarto. In its old binding the book was provided with a 
parchment cover, consisting of a leaf taken from the Liturgy of the Church 
of Sarum, a form of service adopted at Glasgow in early times. There is 
double-column writing on both sides of the parchment, the directions to the 
officiating priest being in red ink, and some of the initial letters ornamented 
in red and blue. The writing on the exterior has been much injured 
through exposure, but that on the inner side, embracing the passage from 
Exodus xii. 1-11 in the Good Friday celebration of the Mass, is quite legible. 
A slip of parchment placed along the back of the book contains a fragment 
of musical notation. 

A few pieces of paper pasted together were fastened within the parchment 

cover. One of these pieces is supposed to be a leaf taken from the proceedings 

of the consistory court at Glasgow during the time William Elphinstone, the 

eminent prelate, was official. An abstract of the writing contained on 

that leaf, and also particulars regarding the other MSS., will be found in 

Appendix II.

Clyde, for payment of six lasts and two barrels of 
sufficient herring, at the burgh of Glasgow, between 
Martinmas and Candlemas yearly. The Bishop of 
Brechin (Alexander Campbell of the Ardkinglase family) 
appears to have had right to the "assyse" in 1596. 
A series of leases of the assise herring were sub. 
sequently given to the Argyle family, and in one of 
these granted by Queen Anne to John, Duke of Argyle in 
1706 it is stated that " he and his predecessors have been 
lessees of the said assyse herring for many ages." (Fourth 



Report of Historical MSS. Commission, pp. 482-3). 

The records of the convention of royal burghs show 
that the assise or tax on fishing boats was long regarded 
as a grievance. In a memorial to the commissioners 
of trade in 1711 the convention represented that "the 
ancient duty of assise or sise fish, or a certain number 
of fish out of every boat, belonging to the crown, but 
is everywhere set out for inconsiderable rents and has 
never been profitable to the crown, or of any incon- 
siderable advantage to the grantees, yet is a very 
considerable prejudice to the fishing, especially herring." 

Again in 1733 the 
convention complained that " the coast fishing and small 
boats is much discouraged by ane syze or duty imposed 
upon every boat both in the firth of Forth and in the 
firth of Clyde and in the Isles." (/&., v. p. 13).

3 Between 1547 and 1551. There are no entries in the 
rental book of Glasgow barony between 4 April, 1547, 
and 23 March, 1552. Archbishop Gavin Dunbar died 
in April, 1547, and it was not till the year 1550 that 
the dean and chapter of Glasgow elected Alexander 
Gordon, brother of the Earl of HunUy, to be his 
successor. Gordon was never consecrated, and he 
resigned office in 1551, when James Betoun was 
appointed archbishop. Mr. James Howstoune, subdean 
of Glasgow, was vicar general of the vacant see in 1547-8, 
but he did not, as has sometimes been supposed, act in 
that capacity till his death, which happened in or about 
the year 1551. Gavin Hamilton, dean of the metropolitan 
church, was vicar general in 1519 and 1650, though the 
precise date of his appointment has not been ascertained 
(Glasgow Protocols, i.

lThe attacks on churches and monasteries commenced 
at Perth in May, 1550, and continued in other places, 
were experienced also in Glasgow, though full particu- 
lars are not now procurable. It is known that a detach- 
ment of the lords of the congregation were in Glasgow 
in the beginning of the year 1560, and it has been stated 
that they sacked aud plundered the churches. The 
allusion in the text indicates that the place of the Friars 
Minors or Grey friars, on the west side of the High 8treet, 
had suffered, and that the Friars had been dispersed. 



About two months afterwards (24 August) Parliament 
abolished the jurisdiction of the Pope, repealed statutes 
in favour of the Catholic Church, and prohibited the 
celebration of Mass. By this time the archbishop of 
Glasgow was in France, having taken his final departure 
from the city in the month of July.

A Scottish statute, passed in 1547, when 
an invasion from England was imminent, provided that 
the fruits of benefices then on the ground, and the annat 
afterwards, should belong to the executors of such 
churchmen as should fall in the defence of their country. 
By act of Parliament, 1672 c. 24, annat was declared to be 
a half-year's stipend, falling due after the death of a 
bishop or minister, and payable to the deceased's 
executors.

was founded by Roland, lord of Galloway, in the year 
1190. Its chartulary which was used by Thomas Innes 
about 200 years ago has long since disappeared, but the 
abbey's history has been traced from other sources by 
Mr. David Henry in a contribution to the fifth volume 
of the "Archaeological and Historical Collections relating 
to Ayrshire and Galloway." From the documents there 
printed, to which the protocol in the text may now be 
added, the account given in the •' Historical and Genea- 
logical account of the principal families of the name of 
Kennedy" regarding the acquisition by the Earl of 
Cassillis of the abbey lands of Glenluce is shown to have 
had little if any foundation in fact. The old story runs 
thus:— "This last Gilbertt was ane partlculer manne, 
and ane very greidy manne, and cairit nocht how he gat 
land, sa that he culd cum be the samin, and for that 
caus he enterit in bloking with ane abbot of Glenluse, 
concerning tbe Abacie, to tak the samin in few ; hot, 
or he gat the samin performit, the abbot deit. And 
than he delt with ane monk of the samin Abacie quha 
culd counterfitt the Abottis hand-writt, and all the haill 
conventtis ; and gart him counterfitt thair subscriptions. 
And quhane he had gottine the samen done, f eiring that 
the monk wald reveill it, he causit ane cairill, quhilk 
they callt Carnachaine, to stik (him); and thane, for 
feir that cairll had reveillit, he garit his fader-broder, 



Hew of Bargany (Barquhouny), acowse this cairll for 
theft, and hang him in Corsragall. And sa the landis of 
Glenluse wes conqueist." (Account, 6c., with Notes by 
Robert Pitcairn, 1830, p. 9). 

It appears that Gilbert, third Earl of Cassillis, was 
concerned in the administration of the abbey lands from 
the year 1513 when he was appointed baron bailie. 
Thomas Hay was chosen abbot in 1560, but the instru- 
ment of institution, dated 29th September of that year, 
narrates that the monastery was then occupied by the 
servants of John Gordoun, lord of Lochinvar, who 
refused to give entrance, "the religious men having been 
expelled, mass and divine worship interdicted and 
abolished. " Gordon's claims were based on a charter 
obtained from the previous abbot in January, 1557-8. 
At this juncture, Gilbert, fourth earl of Cassillis, who 
had succeeded his father in November, 1658, took the 
part of abbot Thomas and his monks, and lodged and 
provided for them at. Maybole ; and it was then that the 
arrangement mentioned in the protocol of 24 October, 
1560, was entered into. A few days afterwards (viz., 2 
November) the abbot and convent subscribed a writing 
in which they acknowledged "certain sowmes of mone, 
gratitudis, gud deidis, help, supple and manteinanoe 
done to and gevyn to ws and our abbey and kirk of 
Glenluce, and for sustenyn of ws and our brether and 
convent, thai beying on force expellit out of thair awn 
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Thomas, abbot of Glenluce, Mr. David Gibsoun, rector of Aire, and Hugh S" B T^ T / 3 1 lBS 2 Km - 
Kennedy of Balquhennie. 

1392. Fresall — Hasilheid. 12 November, 1560, 9 a.m. 

Andrew Fresall made and constituted Margaret Fresall lady Hasilheid 
his sole assignee and donatory in and to the sum of ten merks bequeathed 
to him by q. Mr. David Dwn in his testament. Witnesses : John Mungumry, 
junior, of Scottiston, and George Fresall, brother of Andrew. 

1393. Landes — Baxter. 15 November, 1560, 1 p.m. 

"Comperit befoir me, notar and witnes underwrittin, Walter Robesoun, 
sone and air to umquhill Thomas Robesoun, burges of Glasgw, uncompellit, 
coackit or desavit be ony ]>ersone or persones, bot of his awne fre motive 
will (as apperit) beand now of perfite aige as he said, ratifeit and apprevit 
all and sindry venditiones and alienationes maid be him in his minoritie 
or out of minoritie to David Landes and Margaret Baxter, his spous, thair 
airis and assignays, of all and hale his foir buyth or tenement, with bak 
tenement and yard contigue adjacent thairto, with the pertinentis, Hand f. 50. 
within the ciete of Glasgw, on the eist syde of the hie gait of the samyn 
passand fra the mercat croce to the Sowtht Port thairof, betuix the landis 
and tenementis of Johne Hawstoun and the said David Landes on the 
north, the landis of John Law in Mernys on the southe, the bwrne of 
Malyndoner on the eist, and the common hie streit on the west; at sindry

At the same time a feu charter, sealed with the common 
seal of the abbey and subscribed at Maybole by the 
abbot and convent (including the monks named in the 
protocol), was granted in favour of the earl of Cassillis. 
In this charter, which apparently superseded that sub- 
scribed on 24 October, the lands conveyed to the earl, 
extending in whole by money computation to £120 
(- 180 merks), are described in detail, and there was 
to be payable for the whole (in addition to £2000 Scots 
given to the abbot and monks towards their sustenance) 



Scots, being an 
augmentation of £30 over the former rental. The dispute 
with Gordon was settled by arbitration, and the abbot 
and the earl of Cassillis got possession in November, 
1561.

Jonet Wry, with consent of John Thomson, her spouse, Isabella Wry, 
with consent of John Kirkuod, her spouse, Jonet Wry, with consent of 
Thomas Thomson, her spouse, Margaret Wry, spouse of Mathew Galbrayth, 
and John Thomson, son of the said John Thomson, and Patrick Wry in 
Langside, made and constituted Jonet Burne their cessioner, donatory, and 
assignee in and to whatever goods, gear, and sums of money were bequeathed 
to them by q. Thomas Wry, or the right to claim an accounting (aid 
officium superioriiatis pro reddendo computo) also falling and belonging to them 
by the decease of the said Thomas Wry ; with power to the said Jonet 
Burne, Andrew Pacok, her executor, or others whomsoever, to sue for the same, 
and intromit and discharge thereupon in form of assignation.

James, bishop of Lesmore, subdean of Glasgow, 1 made and constituted 
David Cathcart, burgess of Air, his cessioner and assignee in and to the 
sum of .£65 owing to him (the bishop and subdean) by James M'Connell, 
for whom David Lyndesay, Michael Lyndesay and James Law, citizens of 
Glasgow, were enacted sureties; which assignation was intimated to the two 
Lindsays and Law, there present. Witnesses: Robert Hammiltoun of Hall, 
William Lychtbody and Patrick Hammill, citizens of Glasgow, and David 
Boyd, servitor to the said bishop. 

1398. Bbtone, archdeacon of Glasgow. 30 December, 1560. 

Mr. Robert Herbertsoun, procurator and in name of Mr. Andrew Beton, 
clerk, came to the presence of Mr. John Houstoun, canon of Glasgow, and 
presented letters of collation or provision granted to Mr. Andrew by Mr. 
Henry Syncler, dean and vicar general of Glasgow, specially constituted by 
James, archbishop of Glasgow, of the principal archdeaconry of Glasgow, now 
vacant by the decease of q. Sir Alexander Dik,' of the date at Crombathie 8 
the 28 of October last; earnestly requiring that the said Mr. John should

The first "General Assembly of the reformed Kirk" 
was held at Edinburgh ten days before the canonical 
institution of the archdeacon and parson narrated 
in this and the next protocol, and these clerics were 
therefore probably superseded in the performance of 
spiritual functions, though they would be entitled 
to the revenues pertaining to their benefices. It may 
be noted that among those present at the General 
Assembly, and thought qualified for the ministry, was 
Mr. David Wemes of the kirk of Carnbie in Fife, the 
same, doubtless, who was shortly afterwards appointed 
minister of Glasgow.

1 According to ancient usage, parsons and other 
clerics might feu out the lands belonging to them, 
provided their benefices were improved by the yearly 
feu-duty being in excess of the former rent.

The 
vicars were constituted a college or corporation by 
bishop Andrew Muirhead about the year 1465. It was 
this bishop who founded St. Nicholas Hospital ; and as 
the hospital and the body of vicars were each endowed 
with lands in Cropnestock and the neighbourhood (now 
partly included in Glasgow Greeu), it is probable that 
these lands were gifted by the common founder. It 



appears from protocols 1549-63 that the vicars had been 
disposing of portions of their lands for payment of 
annual feuduties.
